There are other closed stakes of importance, but 
those given here are sufficient to show that in ease 
the courts of New York construe the Hart-Agnew 
law favorably in the various eases to be decided 
between now and next, spring, the foundation for 
good racing is already prepared, and better than 
those who have been proclaiming that racing in New 
York is dead have any conception of. 

In this connection a temperate statement made by 
August Belmont at his office in New York Thursday 
afternoon is of great interest and value. 

Mr. Belmont’s theory is that, while Governor 
Hughes has regulated racing, he has done so as an 
incident of his attack upon gambling; that racing 
may be resumed If gambling is properly restricted 
next year. He thinks Mr. Hughes has no animus 
against racing, hut that the contrary is the case, 
but he was obliged to stop racing in order to stop 
gambling. 

Mr. Belmont was careful to point out. however, 
that until tlie ease against Chris Fitzgerald. John 
Cavanagb and others, now rieuding in the courts iu 
Brooklyn, are disposed of, uo racing association can 
find it possible to make any plans for next year. He 
said that until the law bad been exactly defined by 
the courts the associations would uot kuow where 
they stand. 

"As regards the prospect of racing next year.” 
said he. “uo one could make a statement of auy 
value. Until the various questions that have been 
raised during tlie racing season just ended and now 
before the courts are passed upon no association will 
venture to offer a definite program or predict what 
will take place. The courts must first pass upon 
the broad question of the law’s application. 

“Governor Hughes stated repeatedly upon the 
stump during tlie recent campaign that he is not 
against horse racing, but that the contrary is true. 
I am sure that whatever the courts may decide will 
he. accepted as conclusive liy the governor. The law’s 
attitude now applies to us all alike, ou or off the 
race course. I believe the rehabilitation of racing 
in this state will be slow, because it lias suffered in 
prestige as a sport, lint I am. firmly of tlie opinion 
that it will be re-established as a elean, healthful 
and beneficial pastime.” 

Mr. Belmont further stated that he thought good 
breeding stock is worth as much in the market today 
as ever: that such stock would continue to bring 
its price, and that men were waiting U> snatch up 
any high class stock that might be offered for sale. 

“UMBRELLA BILL’’ IS FAVORABLE. 

Hot Springs, Ark., November 20. — “Umbrella Bill” 
MeGuigau, the former turfman, who has been a 
leader in the fight of the reformers against racing 
in this state, and whose Influence in the last legisla- 
ture was- for the passage of the Amis anti-racing 
hill, is now for racing. The announcement follows 
the news from Chicago that Captain R. R. Rice, 
of Varner. Ark., veteran turfman of this state, has 
Iteen restored to rights in the Western Jockey Club. 
MeGuigau today gave an interview to the press, in 
which he says: “1 am in favor of a limited number 
of days of well regulated racing. I am in favor of 
it for every section of the country, including Hot 
Springs. It should be under strict regulations, by 
which the gambling interests do not eontrol the 
racing.” 

NEW MOVE IN TURF LITIGATION. 

New York. November 20. — The Coney Island 
Jockey Club, through ils attorneys, Davies, Stone & 
Auerbach, filed on Wednesday in the, office of the 
County Clerk notice tbat it will appeal to the Ap- 
pellate Division from the decision of the lower court, 
entered on August 21 last, denying the club’s appli- 
cation for the continuance of an injunction restrain 
Ing the police from interference with the persons 
said to be acting lawfully on the club’s race track 
and dissolving the temporary Injunction restraining 
Police Commissioner Bingham and his subordinates 
from such Interference,

QUICK GROWTH OF A NEW STABLE. 

How Irving H. Wheatcroft Sprang Into Sudden 
Prominence as Owner and Breeder. 

While most people interested in thoroughbred rac- 
ing are familiar with the records and histories of 
the Keene. Whitney. Madden and Belmont racing 
establishments, how many have noticed a new factor, 
that will no doubt be a formidable one iu the future 
history of the turf, asserting itself in these troublous 
days of racing, namely, the St. James Stable. The 
recent Seattle meeting introduced this new organiza- 
tion to the turf world. The stable derives its name 
from the home of its owner. Irving H. Wheatcroft. 
who resides on the St. James Island, near Van- 
couver. British Columbia, where he has a large and 
well appointed farm. 

At the recent McGrathiana Stud sale. Mr. Wheat- 
croft was the heaviest buyer, making purchases 
which will form the foundation for a master breed- 
ing establishment. Mr. Wheatcroft was fortunate 
in being able to purchase at such a low figure a 
stallion of such recognized worth as Cesarion. 
With such a sire at the head of his stud, a success- 
ful future for the St. James Stable Is assured. 
Cesarion was a good campaigner in his racing days, 
capturing thirty-six races and winning $23,917. 
Standing at the head of McGrathiana Stud, Cesarion, 
as a sire, has been a pronounced success. He had 
eleven two-year-old winners in 1906. thirteen in 
1907 and eight so far this season. Cesarion’s name 
appears in the list of leading sires for 1907 and also 
In that tor 1908. while the winnings ot his get 
jaat year amounted to $75,752. and thia year to 



$40,076. Minnie Adams. Sewell. Cohort. Boserrian 
and Mollie Montrose are a few which have brought 
renown to the name of Cesarion. Mr. Wheatcroft. 
in purchasing the young stallion. Yorkshire Lad, 
now six years old. has also secured a promising sire 
of good breeding. The weanlings by Yorkshire 
Lad. that were recently sold by Milton Young, are 
the first of the got of that young sire. It was 
rather a coincidence that Mr. Wheatcroft should hare 
acquired both the sire and dam ot Sewell, but such 
was the ease when they knocked down Ora Bailey 
to him for $2,600. as he already had the sire, Ce- 
sarion.. Design, another great broodmare, was also 
purchased at this sale. 

A complete summary of the McGrathiana sale 
shows that the St. James Stable purchased two 
stallions, fifty-two broodmares, forty-one weanlings 
and two yearlings at a total cost of $20,035. The 
conclusion of this sale did not stop Mr. Wheateroft 
from purchasing thoroughbreds, for since then the 
St. James Stahle has been greatly strengthened by 
the addition of several crack horses in training. 
Mr. Wheatcroft paid $4,000 for the three-year-old 
filly. Miss Sain, then bought the mare Alma Dufour 
and the two-year-old filly Elizabeth Harwood from 
Edward Corrigan. French Cook and Woolwinder 
were also added to the string.whieh Includes the two- 
year-olds, Anderson and Maid of Gotham: the three- 
year-olds. Hasty Agnes, Lady Souffle, Margaret Ran 
dolph and Shirley Rossmore : the four-year-old. Bye 
Bye II.. and the five-year-old. Lotus Eater. Most 
of these horses are now quartered at Santa Anita 
Park, where the St. James Stable's colors will be 
seen during the winter.

I COLLAR FILLY A STAR IN RUSSIA.

Although It is known that there is considerable 
racing in Russia but little is known in other coun- 
tries of its details. But breeding, as they do, from 
the niost fashionable lines, it is more than probable 
that they have, some very good race horses in action 
annually. An inkling of this is afforded in a letter 
from a Russian sportsman to an English writer 
about Raketa. a three year-old filly by Collar, out 
of ltliea Sylvia, bred by Mr. llovayski. the mare hav- 
ing been sent to the son of St. Simon and Ornament 
by mistake for another mate. The Russian says 
of tile filly: 

“Raketa, notwithstanding the disadvantages sin* 
labored under (trained in a small provincial stable 
by a man who bad never had a classic thro, year old 
In his charge), has- carried .-ilk twelve times this 
season, winning nine races, being placed second oa 
two occasions, and running unplaced only once when 
attempting to give tile Best iiorses of her age 
twenty-one pounds over two miles two furlongs and 
a half (the distance of the Cesarewihch). 

“She has shown herself to be undoubtedly the best 
three-year-old of either sex. in Russia, and stands 
first in the winning list with about $2.7 ,0m) to her 
name.”

Intrigant, which, 
when he scored his classic victory, beat 1 lorizout. the 
undoubtedly best colt in Germany. Thus it may 
fairly Ik- claimed for Raketa that she is the best 
three-year-old in Europe, outside France, there being 
no line to connect Iter with the form in that country. 
The Empress’ Prize, for which she boat Intrigant. 
Is the euuivalent of our St. lager, and it is some- 
what curious that she has put up a record similar 
Ip that of her relative. Sceptre, by winning the 
Two Thousand and one Thousand Guineas, oaks and 
St. Leger, and falling in the Derby, for which, how - 
ever, she was second, whereas Sceptre was fourth.”
